EGYPTIAN 
PROTESTERS Waving their national flag and 
shouting slogans, thousands crowded Cairo's 
Tahrir Square to demand political change 
as anger grows with the military rulers over 
the slow pace of reform.

Bahrain, Libya and Syria were under siege. By year's 
end, the presidents of Tunisia, Egypt and Yemen had 


stepped down and Libya's Moammar Gadhafi and his 
son Mutassim had been assassinated. Tunisians went 
to the polls in October 2011 and the Egyptian election 
took place just a month later. The protests continued 
despite high costs: thousands of lives (5,000 in Syria 
alone) and billions of dollars were lost.
